In his report on the trade of the Consular district of St. Petersburg 
Railway for last year, H.M. Consul-General states that 
-  Cemaneaction. while continuing the building of railways that 
had previously been commenced, the Russian 
Government made final dispositions for the construction of the 
following lines :— 

Orenburg-Tashkent.—This railway will run from Orenburg 
southward to Tietski Zaschita; thence in a south-westerly 
direction past the north shore of the Caspian to Kazalinsk on the 
Syr Daria (Jaxartes) and beyond, along the valley of that river 
through the towns of Perovsk, Djulek and Turkestan ; deflecting 
then somewhat northwards from the Syr Daria, and passing 
through Chemkent it will reach Tashkent. The whole distance to 
be traversed by the railway will be 1,160 miles. The importance 
of this line consists mainly in its strategical character. The work 
of construction of the railway was commenced on its northern and 
southern sections simultaneously in the month of October last. 

Bologoi-Sedlets.—This line, the length of which will be 667 
miles, is to serve as a second connection between St. Petersburg 
and Poland, as also with the western frontiers of Russia. 

St. Petersburg-Viatka.—The main trunk Northern St. Petersburg- 
Viatka line is to run over an extent of 837 miles. Particulars 


respecting this line were given in the “Board of Trade Journal” 
for 13th June, 1901, p. 587, and 11th July, 1901, pp. 88-9. 

The Second Ekaterininsk Line.—This line is projected to run 
over a distance of 270 miles. It will start from Volnovakhi 
Station of the Mariupol Line, to the last station of the Ingul 
branch, through Pologi, Alexandrovsk and Nikopol. 

The construction of this line has been found necessary in order 
to expedite the carriage of goods in the Donetsk region in view of 
the constant congestion of the Ekaterininsk Railway. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,860.)

There is plenty of room 
for more, the United States Consul says, and there are good chances 
for pushing sales if merchants enter the market at once. 

There is a good opening, he adds, for all machinery used in 
factories, for agricultural machines and implements, bicycles, 
automobiles, typewriters, and for shoes. ' 

With regard to conditions of sale, the Consul writes :—“ Prices

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should be quoted c.i.f. Fiume. Boxing or coating may be charged 
for extra, but at cost price. Machinery must be set up 
and installed and all preliminary instructions given by the seller 
free of charge. Buyers are willing to furnish pulleys, belting, 
countershafts, &c., and all necessary help for fitting. A specified 
time for shipment is generally set by the buyer. 

“Cash terms of payment are impossible ; Croatian merchants are 
not used to them. Thirty days after a machine is set up, one-half 

of the price will be paid, the other half by three months’ draft or 
the like. These are the only conditions which will receive 
consideration. In the case of other manufactures, similar 
conditions of sale are expected. 

The Province of Croatia-Slavonia is noted for its corn, barley, 
wheat, hay and other field products, live-stock, and dairy products, 
and, according to the Consul, reapers, thrashers, harvesters, and 
other farming machinery and tools, and slaughterhouse and dairy 
apparatus are needed generally. Dairy machines are needed in 
large quantities, especially separators and churners. A German 
firm is monopolising this branch of machinery at present. A light, 
strong and cheap plough would also sell well. 

Firms wishing to do a regular business should, says the Consul, 

have a branch office in Croatia, with a stock of all the required 
implements, preferably at Mitrovica, the centre of the farming 
region of Slavonia. Machines must not be too complicated ; the 
simpler the better. 


TURKEY. 


“ Das Handels-Museum ” (Vienna) of the 31st ult. publishes an 

extract from a report by the German Consul- 

Lamps. General at Constantinople, in which it is stated 

that the import of lamps into Turkey is 

increasing considerably. Hanging, wall, and stand lamps are the 
chief varieties imported. 

Hanging lamps have either chains with weights, or chandeliers 
with from 2 to 15 burners. Wall lamps have two or three rotary 
or fixed arms of iron, zinc or bronge, reservoirs of glass, brass or 
nickelled brass, and reflectors of tin or brass-plate. In stand lamps 
the pedestal and reservoir are in one or two pieces. In the first 
case they are either of solid or hollow cast metal or glass, and in 
the second either of nickel-plate, earthenware or glass. 

At present Austria and Germany are the chief exporters, whilst 
France, Belgium and the United States export small quantities. 
Cheap wall and kitchen lamps are manufactured on a small scale 
at Constantinople, Salonica and Smyrna, Austria supplying the 
glass and Germany the metal parts. 
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MEXICO. 


According to a report by the Belgian Legation at Mexico City 
published in the ‘Bulletin Commercial ” 

Automobiles. (Brussels) of the 2nd inst., the Mexican 

Minister of Public Works has recently had 
under consideration a scheme for the repair of all the roads in 
the federal district, and for the construction of new means of 
communication of a total length of about 200 kiloms. (124 miles). 

All these roads will be constructed of stone and pressed by 
roller so that they will be practicable for the lightest carriages. 
It is thought that the construction of these new roads, as well as 
the repair of the old ones, will not only develop the industries of 
the villages surrounding the capital, but will probably be the 
means of increasing the number of automobiles. 

Up to the present, owners of these vehicles have been compelled 
to make Chapultepec and Tacubaya the limits of their excursions. 
The construction of these new roads, therefore, will, to a certain 
extent, be of interest to manufacturers of automobiles. 

The type most appreciated is the cheap American carriage, 
valued at from 4,000 francs to 6,000 francs (160/. to 240/.). 
Electric carriages are used for preference. 

The report adds that it can reasonably be supposed that the 
projected works will be carried out very rapidly as the Minister 
of Public Works is an advocate of this means of locomotion. 

The United States Consul-General at Mexico City, in a report to his

Artesi g of the State of Oaxaca, Mexico, under date of 
esian Well.

Article 1.—A prize of 5,000 dols. in Mexican currency (say 465/.) 
will be granted to the person or company that, within three years 
from the date of this Decree, shall drill and put into working order 
an artesian well in the City of Oaxaca or in the towns of 
Xochimilco and San Felipe del Agua and Hacienda de Aguilera. 

Article 2.—Exemption from all local taxes will be granted to 
those who undertake the work, established or to be established, on 
capital invested for said object, from the date of commencing 
work and for the period of ten years after, if results are successful. 
During the period of operations, the company or persons engaged 
in said work, as also all employees, will be exempt from all 
personal taxes. 

Article 3,—The property, possession of same, and use of the 
artesian well will belong exclusively to the company or persons to 
whom the concession is granted, who will enjoy the privileges 
allowed by the franchise to all those engaged in public works.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JULY, 1902. 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for July, 1902, show an increase in the values 
as compared with the corresponding month of 1901 both of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, of the Exports of British and 
Irish produce and manufactures, and of the Exports of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise.

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended July, 1902, amounted to 3,595,772 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 4,134,613 tons, as against 3,498,894 tons entered 
and 3,692,519 tons cleared in the month of July, 1901.

“ quality. The product is obtained by deducting from the per- 
“centage of saccharose the percentage of soluble ashes multi- 
“ plied by five. All sugar combined with substances tending to 
“ diminish the product is also classified as being of first quality.” 
It is further provided, by Article 8, that the drawbacks of duties 
hitherto granted on products containing sugar when exported 
abroad “will be modified by Royal Decree in such a manner 
“ that the reimbursement of the home tax on manufacture fixed 
“ for sugars of the first quality shall be equivalent to the quantity 
“ of sugar added to the products.” .

2d.) per ton when a ship 
t Napl discharges a quantity of goods exceeding the 
aaa fifth part of her registered tonnage, and 30 days’ 
time is allowed her. 

If the amount discharged exceeds one-tenth of her registered 
tonnage she pays one quarter of the above dues, or 35 c. (say 3$d.) 
per ton, and when the quantity is less than one-fifth of her tonnage 
she pays half, or 70 c. (7d.) per ton. In the case of her disembark- 
ing less than one-twentieth of the registered tonnage she pays 
5 lire (4s. 2d.) per ton on the goods discharged. 

Ships carrying passengers only pay 14 lire (11s. 8d.) per head 
for each passenger embarked or landed. Masters may compound 
by paying treble dues or 3s. 6d. per ton. This gives them free use 
of the port alike for goods and merchandise for 12 months. 

Pilotage dues are 9 c. (nearly 1d.) per ton for the first 1,000 tons, 
and 5 c. ($d.) per succeeding 1,000 tons. Thus a 2,000-ton ship 
would pay 140 lire (5/. 12s.) on entering the port, and half fees, 
70 lire (2/. 16s.), on going out.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 


According to ——— — at the Board of Trade from the 
— olonial Secretary at Belize, a society of 
agriculture and commerce has recently 
formed, having for its object the promotion of 
measures to advance the trade, agriculture, and commerce of the 
Colony of British Honduras, and to circulate information with 
reference thereto. One of the subjects to which the society will 
direct its attention is the utilisation of the nut of the Cohune 
palm, which grows in great abundance without cultivation or care 
over large portions of the Colony. The Government has issued 
instructions for a barrel of these nuts to be sent to Mr. Currie, the 
representative of the Colony at the Imperial Institute, with the 
request that he will place samples in the Institute and invite 
machinists to devise a machine for cracking the nuts and separating 
the kernels. If an effective instrument is procurable which will 
accomplish the work cheaply, a considerable trade in the kernels, 
which contain a large quantity of a superior quality of oil, is 
likely to arise. A recent report from the Imperial Institute places 
the value of these kernels at 151. per ton. 


The Colonial Secretary at Belize also points out that the export of 

mahogany and logwood from British Honduras 
Mahogany Trade. is decreasing on account of the unremunerative 

nature of the trade within recent years ; but in 
the case of mahogany a trade is being done with the United States 
in round logs, the American market demanding logs with the bark 
on them. It is understood that the bark is used for staining 
purposes, and the very considerable loss of material which occurs 
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Agriculture. 


in preparing wood for the English market is avoided. It is 
probable that if this trade develops, as it shows a tendency to do,

‘The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 


this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom. 


mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- @ 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments | 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, J 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- @ 


quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and | 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 9 


ree commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially j 


goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, @ 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 9 


country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended § 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, @ 


on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the Wm 


Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently iatended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 7 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford} 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may @ 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 4 
The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 9 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour @ 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who @ 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into @ 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American @ 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application § 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- @ 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and@® 
Colonial Tariffs; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and@ 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Kegulations; % 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning® 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con-@ 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bountias; Lists of Firms® 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., §¢. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and § 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. :
